Is niK Matter ov David Oauicuon, a ISank- 
• Rtrpr.— The bankrupt had assigned a pension 
6f £500 which -ho enjoys from the Colonial 
Government, for tho benefit of creditors, 
At a previous Opurt Mr JualiceOrease decided 
tuat tlio pension was nniissiguuble In law. 
Toe oiiaa ^ub subsoiiucuUy reopened and 
argued beforo tbe OuU't Justice and Mr Jus- 
tice Crease, und yesterday wna appointed lor 
their decision. Mr, Juatioe Urease reallirmed 
his previous division that tlio assignment 
was bad in consequence of ft provision in tliu 
Pension Act. The Pension wus giveu in con 
Bideraliou of tlio Bankrupt giving up 
is. salary and position wbicb bo enjoyed 
under tlio Government. In this view tile 
learned Chief Justice did not agree Willi him ; 
but, 1)0 was sustained by a decision of Ubief 
Justice Neetlbara. On tbo '2d point, vis , 
that a certain portion should be set naid" lor 
the beofit of the creditors, tho Justices were in 
accord and were ot opinion that £150 out of 
tbo £500 should be set asido lor that purpose. 

The Uhief Justice said that ho held an 
opinion 

quite opposite to that of hit learned 
brother, and claimed that tho l'ensiou Act, 
between which and any ordinary Act, ho could 
seo no differenco, would not bear that 
construction. It might bo said that tho 
Act that loibids a? ollicial selling his salary 
forbids hits selling hla pension , but there was 
no analogy between the cases and bo could seo 
no diff.renco between this assignment and any 
ordinary one. However, as bis Irjiroert bros 
ther and he did not agree on tuat point, and 
It was said theie was a precedontin a decision 
given by Uhiof Justice Neodham (although 
no record of such dec sion was to be 
found) iho case stood two Judges against 
one and although he (the Chief Justice) 
would have decided that the whole amount be 
handed over to the creditors, ho gave way. 
"With respect to setting aside £150 per annu in 
for the benefit of the creditors, he agreed with 
his learned brother.
